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Indecision-and Not U.S.- 
Toppled Canada Leaders 


It may quiet down a little later on, but right now Uncle Sam Is ex ­ 
pected to become a No. I whipping boy in the Canadian political cam- 
serv ativ e Prime Minister J ohn Diefenbakcr’s ouster on a no-confidence 
paign leading up to the April 8 elections. This is one result of Con­ 
serv ativ e Prime Minister J ohn Diefenbaker’s ouster on a no-confidence 
v ote, following his refusal to arm Canadian Bomarc missiles with 
U.S. nuclear warheads. 


Many responsible Canadians, howev er, recognizing the bad after­ 
effects of -an “ anti-U.S.” campaign at this time, are cautioning against 
this as international political nonsense. 


While U.S. State Department and Pentagon officials—still try ing 
to manage the news instead of just giv ing it out—are reluctant to talk 
about this for fear of stirring up more charges of interfering in 
Canadian politics. Canadian officials in Washington are perfectly frank 
In sav ing that relations between all ranks of the two countries* armed 
forces couldn't be better. 


As a matter of fact, the Permanent J oint Board on Defense. 
Canada-United States—P J BD—was meeting in San Diego, of all places, 
and not on the unarmed, 4.fl0ft-mile border between the two countries, 
when the hot political ex change between Ottawa and Washington took 
place. The military 
couldn’t hav e been caught farther off base or 
more unprepared for a build-up of tensions. 


PJ BD was established more than 20 y ears ago by the late Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosev elt and the late Prime Minister William Ly on 
Mackenzie King. It functioned effectiv ely all through World War IL 


After the war. co-operation was carried further with the building 
of three radar defense lines against possible Russian surprise attack 
across the Arctic. 


There has been the closest Army , Nav y and Air Force co-opera­ 
tion between the two countries. Generals and admirals know each 
others’ plans and there are ex changes of personnel running into the 
hundreds, of all ranks. 


If Canada tried to make ev ery thing for its own military forces, it 
couldn't produce in quantity sufficient to cut costs, so Canada buy s 
much of its military equipment from the United States. In turn, Cana­ 
dian manufacturers bid on many U.S. defense contracts to supply 
both countries or as subcontractors. This is made easier by the fact 
that many U.S. manufacturers hav e Canadian affiliates. 


Canada spent about 
$250 million for U.S. defense supplies last y ear 
and the United States spent about $125 million in Canada. If U.S. 
uranium ore purchases in Canada are included in mutual defense op­ 
erations, howev er, the ex change is roughly in balance. 


U.S.-Canadian co-operation on nuclear dev elopment also began 
during World Bar II with the first contracts for uranium ores. These 
contracts began to phase out in 1963 as U.S. domestic and other free 
world supplies were discov ered. 


Canadian nuclear science dev eloped right along with U.S. know­ 
how. But Canada early decided against try ing to make its own nuclear 
weapons as too costly . 
**£ 
Instead, the Canadian Defense Ministry adopted the U.S. Bomarc 
as tis defense missile and built two bases, one north of Ottawa, the 
other near North Bay . It was understood all along that these missiles 
would hav e nuclear warheads furnished by the United States and there 
was no fuss about it. 


But about this time the “ ban-the-bomb” mov ement gathered 
strength in Canada. Foreign Minister Howard Green opposed nuclear 
armaments on the ground that it gav e Canada greater international 
stature to be able to build its own bombs. 


For ov er a y ear Diefenbaker has held up the decision to arm 
Canada with nuclear warheads although this did not make sense to his 
own military ’ leaders. This is what really brought on the present crisis 
in the Canadian gov ernment.

I hav e receiv ed a letter from a 
woman abou t her 19 -y ear-old son 
who had measles ll y ears ago. One 
day , while conv alescing from this 
disease, he complained of blu rred 
v ision. This cleared u p after 30 or 
40 minu tes and left him with a 
sev ere headache which cau sed him 
to v omit sev eral times. A tru ly 
frightening 
ex perience 
for 
both 
mother and son. 
Su ch attack s hav e been repeated 
sev eral times a y ear at irregu lar 
interv als. Nowhere in her letter 
does the mother refer to the head­ 
aches as migraine bu t this pattern 
is so ty pical that I cannot believ e 
the condition is any thing else. 
These attacks alway s start in 
childhood. But, because 
a child 
cannot describe them accurately , 
this ty pe of headache often goes 
unidentified for many y ears. The 
pattern may v ary , but most at­ 
tacks begin with a small spot of 
blurred 
v ision 
which 
gradually 
grows larger and is associated 
with a zigzag shimmering. 
Characteristically 
this 
shimmer­ 
ing. at the peak of its sev erity , can 
be seen whether the ey es are open 
or closed. 
Of one thing we can be su re: Tile 
measles did not cau se the migraine. 
There is still some dou bt abou t the 
ex act cau se, bu t it has been shown 
that a spasmodic constru ction of 
the blood v essels in the brain is the 
u nderly ing mechanism of the at­ 
tack s. 
What cau ses these spasms may 
be different in different persons. 
Migraine appears to ru n in families 
so there is probably a hereditary 
factor in some persons. In others, 
allergy may play a part, as ev i­ 
denced by the fact that eliminating 
certain foods from the diet appears 
to prev ent the attack s. 
Some observ ers hav e described a 
migrainou s ty pe of personality char­ 
acterized by abov e-av erage intelli­ 
gence. shy ness, an inclination to be 
a perfectionist, and easy fatigability . 
Bu t these characteristics cannot be 
readily changed. 
The freq u ency and sev erity of the 
attack s sometimes increases in the 
late teens and early 20s, a period 
when most persons are u nder se­ 
v ere strains associated with matu r­ 
ing, achiev ing economic independ­ 
ence and adju stment to marriage. 
In women, the attacks often pre­ 
cede the onset 
of a 
menstru al 
period 
and 
cease 
du ring preg­ 
nancy . This, and the fact thai in 
both men and women the attack s 
disappear 
or 
diminish 
greatly 
after 50. suggests that the body ’s 
hormonal sy stem may play a part. 
For the mild attack s, aspirin and 
rest in a qu iet, dark ened room, with 
or withou t an ice bag on the fore­ 
head, u su ally su ffices. For the se­ 
v ere attack , an injection of ergo- 
tamine into a mu scle or a v ein may 
be req u ired. For the interv al be­ 
tween attack s, k eeping fit by av oid­ 
ing fatigu e and by observ ing the 
other ru les of hy giene will help. 
Recently a newr dru g, methy serg- 
ide, has been fou nd to reliev e the 
headaches and prev ent their recu r­ 
rence. This dru g is not effectiv e 
against other ty pes of headache.

United States Track and Field Fed­ 
eration, an offshoot of the NCAA. 


The truce didn’t last long—less 
than two week s to be ex act. The 
USTFF decided that it would sanc­ 
tion the meets which collegians en­ 
tered. Part of the truce agreem ent 
called for the USTFF to confine its 
activities to collegians. The federa­ 
tion apparently interpreted this as 
meaning that it was to .sanction the 
meets which the collegians entered.
